Loomis Reports 


On Truck Laws 


New York, June 26.—Edward F- 
Loomis, manager of the motor 
|truck division of the N. A. C. C.,, 
reports that the Michigan legisla- 
| ture has passed a new regulatory 
|; measure which now awaits the 
signature of the governor. Pro- 
| visions in the bill are made for 
minimum rates on contract car- 
riers, and a mileage tax on all 
for-hire carriers of one mill for 
vehicles with a gross weight of 
11,000 pounds or under; one and 
|one-half mills for up to 15,000 
pounds gross, and two mills for 
vehicles with a gross weight of 
more than 15,000 pounds. 

Reports from Florida indicate 
that before adjournment on June 
3 the Florida legislature passed 
some favorable truck legislation, 
including an increase of from 
| 16,000 to 18,000 pounds on gross 
weight of motor trucks and from 
8,000 to 16,000 pounds on four- 
wheel trailers. 

Registration fees were reduced 
in some cases as much as 50 per- 
|}cent for private truck owners. 
Fees of certificated carriers were 
slightly reduced. The ‘egislature 
continued the emergency gasoline 
tax of one cent enactel in 1931. 
This keeps Florida’s gas tax at 
seven cents per gallon. 

Other states which adjourned 
legislative sessions recently are 
Connecticut where no important 
truck legislation passed, and 
Texas which, according to ad- 
vance information, failed to enact 
any truck laws worthy of note. 
Special sessions are being held in 
Arizona and Oklahoma. A special 
session began in Idaho, June 19 
and one is scheduled for Utah, 
July 10.
